thereof and an organometallic compound represented by the following general formula 2,further 
comprising a - - . 

In claim 15, at lines 3-5, please replace "said organic-inorganic hybrid polymer and/or its 
hydrolyzed polycondensate combined with a second organometallic compound" with - - a 
second organometallic compound and said organic-inorganic hybrid polymer and/or its 
hydrolyzed polycondensates - - .
